FORMER METHODIST

Rev. A. L. Woodward Ex-
pires Suddenly at His
Tallahassee Home.

Rev. A, E. Woodward who some ten
or twelve years ago served nearly two
years as pastor of 8t. James' Metho-
dist church in this city, died on Wed-
n‘eaday of last week at the home of
his son, Mr. Frank P, Woodward, in
Tallahassee. Mr. Woodward's death
came suddenly while dressing in the
morning. “He was adjusting his tie,”
said Mrs. Wogdward, “when he sud-
denly threw up his hands to his head
and exclaimed, ‘Oh, my head!" He
began to totter, and I ran to him and
eased him to the floor, calling for help.
He was soon placed on the bed,
died within & few moments without
regaining consciousness,"”

r. Woodward was born in Talla-
hassee November 26th, 1841, and was
consequently a little past his Tdth
year, He was married to his present
wife at Newport, Fla., fifty-two ye
ago. He entered the Confederate ar-
my and after the surrender engaged
in the railroad business, and was
agent for the Seaboard Air Line in
Tallahassee and at Live Oak for many
years. During this period he became
a local preacher of the Methodist
chureh, and was finally admitted to
the Florida Conference and assigned
to Palatka to fill out the unexpired
pastorate of Rev. Mr. Williams. He
remained in Palatka nearly two years,
when he was appointed to amnother
charge. It was while pastor at Ce-
dar Keys in 1912 that he suffered a
etroke of paralysis, due to hardening
of the arteries, He hod a second at-
tack last year; the third came on
Wednesday with fatal effect.

Mr. Woodward was an eloquent,
earnest and able minister of the gos-
pel. His was o most retentive mem-
ory and he had a wonderful fund of
story and ruotr}' with which he fre-
quently delighted his friends. He
worked all through the Tallahassee
zection of his Master's vineyard, and
was known and beloved by thous-
ands, He made some able contribu-
tions of poetry and prose to the press,
and scores of his charaeter sketches
are gems of excellence and versatility.
In Palatka he was greatly loved by
the people of St. James church, and
by all people of the city he was re-
garded as an exemplary Christinn
character; a thorough gentleman of
the old school, kindly considerate of
others and always courteous to a de-
gree,

The funeral services were conduct-
ed in Trinity chureh, of which he has
long been a faithful and consecrated
member, by Rev. T. J. Nixon the pas-
tor, who touchingly told of the Chris-
tian devotion of the good man, and of
the esteem in which he was held by
ull who knew him.
